Before  commencing  our  Awards  Pro¬ 
gramme,  one  which  will  recognise  the  work 
of  individuals  and  their  special  attributes,  I 
want  to  reflect  for  a  moment  or  two  on  the 
broader  themes  which  characterize  our 
aims  and  aspirations.  And  I  have  to  say, 
once  again,  that  the  process  which  leads 
to  excellence  is  far  more  important  than 
the  prize  which  is  given  to  recognize  it. 

Wth  this  thought  in  mind,  I  want  to  high¬ 
light  commendation, the  recognition  we  give 
each  month  to  those  who  work  as  hard  as 
they  can  to  be  the  best  they  can  be.  Some 
of  these  people  may  not  appear  on  the  plat¬ 
form  today.  However,  their  aims,  their  as¬ 
pirations,  the  work  they  do  to  achieve  their 
goals,  represent  the  soul  of  our  school.  In 
this  sense,  I  can  be  very  inclusive.  Indeed, 
since  each  and  every  student  before  you, 
today,  has  grown,  has  changed,  I  commend 
all  of  them. 

In  service,  academics,  sports,  and  fine  arts, 
underpinned  by  much  talent,  a  tremendous 
pool  of  energy  and  great  spirit,  our  students 
have  attained  regional,  provincial,  national, 
and  international  athletic,  artistic  and  aca¬ 
demic  recognition.  It  truly  has  been  an  im¬ 
mensely  enriching  and  reassuring  year. 
However,  if  the  process  which  leads  to  ex¬ 
cellence  is  more  important  than  the  prize 
given  to  recognise  it,  what  do  we  learn  from 
the  winning  of  a  world  championship?  What 
do  we  gain  when  a  gold  medal  has  not  been 
won,  but  a  bronze  has  been  achieved? 


What  is  learned  when  a  trivial  dormitory  dis¬ 
pute  is  settled  harshly?  What  do  we  learn 
from  an  unexpected  act  of  kindness?  On 
one  hand,  what  does  a  40%  score  mean 
and,  on  the  other,  what  do  we  learn  from 
achieving  a  near  perfect  result  in  a  national 
physics  or  math  contest? 

Now,  I  begin  to  reject  my  rhetoric.  To  an¬ 
swer  these  questions  I  thought  of  the  many 
conversations  I  have  had  with  students  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  I  recalled  the  letters  or  es¬ 
says  I  had  received  and  reviewed.  It  is  to 
these  student  voices  that  I  now  turn.  The 
themes  were:  education  for  self-aware¬ 
ness  and  self-reliance;  education  fortol- 
erance,  compassion,  and  help;  educa¬ 
tion  for  growth  through  criticism  and 
praise;  education  for  ethics;  education 
for  knowledge.  How  does  a  student, or 
for  that  matter  anyone,  learn  who  he  is, 
what  he  is,  and  what  he  stands  for? 

Searching  for  self-awareness,  a  Grade 
11  student  made  these  observations,  and  I 
quote:  "Although  my  outlook  on  life  has 
caused  me  countless  social  rejections,  I’ve 
always  felt  comfortable  being  alone  rather 
than  selling  a  part  of  myself  to  be  accepted. 
However,  I’ve  been  feeling,  lately,  that  I  may 
be  on  the  verge  of  doing  just  that.  I  think 
the  social  game  is  a  stupid  extra  hassle. 
But  what  makes  me  a  little  jealous  is  peo¬ 
ple’s  apparently  perfect  happiness  in  go¬ 
ing  along  with  it.  It  seems  to  me  like  the 
majority  of  people  are  able  to  accept  the 


back-stabbing  and  in-crowd  rotation  of  soa 
ciety  as  a  fact  of  life  and  do  not  have  th<E 
burden  of  justifying  their  actions  to  them^ 
selves.  Sometimes  I  wish  I  could  be  jus5 
like  that  and,  if  I  wanted  to,  I  could.  I  havtji 
spent  sixteen  years  studying  the  social  in 
teraction  of  humans,  if  I  wanted  to  fit  in,  l’( {l 
know  what  to  do."  L

tidies  and  Gentlemen,  the  process  which 
fads  to  excellence  must  be  about 
fowth.The  foundation  for  growth  is  mutual 
fspect,  constructive  criticism,  and  caring, 
j  the  words  of  James  Deck,  Grade  8,  my 
brrespondent  in  this  case,  criticism  at 


times  may  have  to  be  harsh,  but  it  must  be 
balanced  by  praise,  love,  and  caring.  I  think 
we  all  agree. 

This  next  voice  is  from  a  letter  of  apology 
which  I  received  from  a  young  man,  now  in 
Grade  9.  It  has  to  do  with  discerning  good 
from  evil.  It  has  to  do  with  education  for 
ethics.  I  paraphrase:  "Mr.  Ross,  now  all  I 
ask  for  is  one  more  chance.  I  will  never  be 
as  good  as  Blaine  or  Andrew,  but  it  is  my 
goal  to  come  extremely  close.  If  progress 
reports  showed  behaviour,  it  would  be  my 
goal  to  get  a  four  effort  rating  in  that  sub¬ 
ject.  I  will  stay  out  of  your  office  until  June. 
I  will  not  pester  my  teachers  by  misbehav¬ 
ing  as  I  know  how  annoying  it  is  when  peo¬ 
ple  waste  my  time.  I  will  not  hang  around 
Derek  in  my  class.  I  will  impress  my  par¬ 
ents  with  my  grades,  my  effort,  and  my 
behaviour.  I  will  be  Brentwood  College 
material". 

Education  must  help  an  individual  to  dis¬ 
cern  between  good  and  evil.  Teachers, 
parents  and  students,  alike,  must  strive  to 
be  morally  sound.  The  education  here 
must  be  rooted  in  respect  for  what  is  good. 
Life  is  full  of  choices.  Scott  Wood,  Grade 
9  Class,  whose  words  you  have  just  heard, 
most  articulately  addresses  this  point. 

Mr.  Prowse’s  lessons,  Mr.  Johnston’s  dis¬ 
cussions  about  ethics, debates  arranged 
and  convened  by  Mr.  MacLean,  pure  sci¬ 
ence  delightfully  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Tate,  Mrs 
Widenmaier’s  enthusiasm  for  English  Lit¬ 
erature,  surely  must  lead  to  a  degree  of 
self-awareness,  self-confidence,  knowledge 
and  wisdom.  To  illustrate,  I  use  a  voice 
from  our  senior  class.  This  young  lady 
begins  with  a  quote.  Listen  to  her:  "The 
world  only  exists  in  your  eyes  -  your  con¬ 
ception  of  it.  You  can  make  it  as  big  or  as 
small  as  you  want  to".  This  quote  is  attrib¬ 
uted  to  F.  Scott  Fitzgerald. 

She  goes  on  to  say:  "I  left  home  at  the  age 
of  fourteen  for  a  boarding  school  on  Van¬ 
couver  Island.  Unfortunately,  I  did  not  find 
the  refuge  I  had  been  seeking.  Instead, 
being  away  from  the  familiarity  of  the  life  I 
had  known  for  so  many  years  left  me  very 
insecure  and  desperately  homesick.  I  cried 
myself  to  sleep  every  night,  rarely  smiled, 
and  never  laughed.  Something,  a  part  of 
me,  was  missing,  but  the  answer  was  elu¬ 
sive.  I  had  not  yet  realised  that,  as  the  writer 
Agnes  Repellier  said:lt  is  not  easy  to  find 


happiness  in  ourselves,  and  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  find  it  elsewhere.  After  six  months  of 
tears,  I  left  school  and  returned  home,  prom¬ 
ising  that  I  would  never  look  back,  wanting 
to  forget  the  unhappiness  and  to  find  my 
place  in  the  sun". 

With  wisdom,  she  continues:"But  I  simply 
couldn’t  let  myself  be  beaten  by  my  fears; 
I  couldn’t  let  my  life  be  darkened  by  the 
memory  of  the  school  that  I  had  run  away 
from".  So  perceptively,  she  confirms  that 
"unhappiness  is  not  something  that  can  be 
forgotten.  Courage  led  me  back  to  the 
boarding  school  and  the  people  there  that  I 
had  been  terrified  of.  But  this  time  I  be¬ 
lieved  in  myself,  and  that  self-confidence 
has  made  all  the  difference." 

The  beautiful,  concluding  statements  are 
filled  with  insight:  "The  past  two  years  have 
shown  me  the  way  back  to  the  person  I 
knew  when  I  was  a  little  girl,  someone  who 
looks  at  the  world  with  eyes  full  of  wonder¬ 
ment  and  amazement,  who  is  always  smil¬ 
ing,  and  who  loves  to  laugh.  I  learned  that 
this  school,  like  life,  only  gives  you  back 
what  you  put  into  it.  I  have  given  it  my  heart 
and  it  gave  me  back  myself.  Every  day  I 
learn,  every  day  I  grow,  and  every  day  I  try 
to  give  something  back  to  those  who  have 
given  me  so  much.  My  sun  is  rising  and 
the  day  has  just  begun." 

Education  for  knowledge  and  wisdom: 
education  for  life.  The  writer,  Cristina 
Fuller,  graduating  today,  at  the  end  of  her 
essay,  said:  "Dear  Mr.  Ross:  Thank  you."  I 
say  to  Cristina,  Samantha,  Scott,  James, 
and  Liam:  Thank  you.  You  are  five  voices. 
But  you  speak  for  a  number  which  is  many 
times  greater.  Every  student  and  every 
teacher  in  this  school  should  be  able  to 
claim  similar  thoughts.  If  this  is  true,  you, 
the  students  of  Brentwood,  you,  our  fami¬ 
lies,  and  you,  the  Faculty,  have  fulfilled  your 
mission.

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Inform,  involve,  inspire :  1997  Speakers’  Series 


Borrowing  Public  Television’s  mission  to 
“inform,  involve  and  inspire”  both  our  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  this  winter,  I  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  arranging  “live”  visits  of  inspiring 
men  and  women  of  ideas  to  our  school. 

In  November,  Richard  Osier,  film  producer 
and  Brentwood  parent  (of  Alex  and  Reed), 
presented  and  discussed  his  inspiring  movie. 
Hasten  Slowly:  The  Journey  of  Sir  Laurens 
van  der  Post.  Through  his  own  intimate  sto¬ 
ries,  Sir  Laurens  van  der  Post  spoke  on  film  of 
the  key  moments  in  his  extraordinary  life. 
Through  both  the  film  and  Richard  Osier’s  en¬ 
lightening  commentary,  it  became  clear  why 
Sir  Laurens,  writer,  filmmaker,  cultural  anthro¬ 
pologist,  and  statesman,  was  sought  out  by 
princes  and  kings,  presidents  and  prime  minis¬ 
ters  for  his  insights,  his  moral  courage,  and  his 
point  of  view,  right  up  to  his  death  this  winter. 

Through  Sir  Laurens’  words,  Richard  Osier 
offered  an  essentially  hopeful  message: 
“There ’s  nothing  wrong  with  searching  for 
happiness,  but  what  gives  far  greater  comfort 
to  the  soul  is  meaning.  Once  what  you  are 
doing  has  for  you  meaning,  you  are  content. 
You  're  not  alone  in  your  spirit.  You  belong.  ” 
We  thank  Richard  for  sharing  his  friendship 
with  Sir  Laurens  and  his  thought  provoking 
life  story  with  us. 

In  February,  writer,  broadcaster, 
ethnobotanist,  anthropologist,  and  photogra¬ 
pher,  Dr.  Wade  E.  Davis  (1971)  addressed  the 
school  on  the  life  experiences  which  led  to  the 
writing  of  his  latest  took.  One  River.  A  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Brentwood,  Wade  Davis  received  his 
Ph.D.  in  ethnobotany  from  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity,  his  research  ultimately  including  an  in¬ 
vestigation  of  fifteen  tribal  groups  in  eight 
Latin  American  nations.  After  an  assignment 
to  Haiti,  he  wrote  The  Serpent  and  the  Rain¬ 
bow  (1986),  an  international  best  seller  which 
appeared  in  ten  languages  and  was  later  re¬ 
leased  by  Universal  as  a  motion  picture. 

Wade  Davis’s  work  has  taken  him  to  Mo¬ 
rocco,  Borneo,  New  Guinea,  Venezuela,  Bolivia 
and  northern  Canada.  A  native  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  Wade  has  worked  as  a  park  ranger,  for¬ 
estry  engineer,  logger,  and  big  game  hunting 
guide.  He  has  published  numerous  articles  in 
Newsweek,  Omni,  and  Harpers  among  others 
on  subjects  ranging  from  Haitian  voodoo  and 
Amazonian  myth  and  religion  to  the  global 
biodiversity  crisis,  the  traditional  use  of 
psychotropic  drugs,  and  the  ethnobotany  of 
South  American  Indians.  He  has  lectured  in¬ 
ternationally  including  appearances  at  the 


Smithsonian  Institute,  Harvard,  Yale,  andM.I.T. 
His  photographs  have  been  exhibited  at  sev¬ 
eral  galleries  including  the  International  Center 
of  Photography  in  New  York. 

It  was  truly  an  exciting  event  to  have  Wade 
Davis,  whom  Macleans  magazine  in  their  re¬ 
view  of  One  River  likened  to  Indiana  Jones, 
return  to  speak  again  at  his  alma  mater. 

In  March,  Wade’s  contemporary  at 
Brentwood,  Dr.  David  Wilkinson  (1971)  spoke 
to  our  senior  scientists  about  his  pioneering 
research  in  fuel  cell  technology.  After  gradu¬ 
ating  from  Brentwood,  David  Wilkinson  trained 
and  competed  as  a  member  of  the  Canadian 
National  Rowing  team  and  studied  Chemical 
Engineering  at  the  University  of  British  Co- 
lumbiafiomwhichheieceivedhisB.se.  in  1978. 
He  became  a  professional  engineer  in  1 980.  In 
1986,  as  a  NSERC  scholar,  he  received  his  PIlD. 
in  Physical  Chemistry  /Electrochemistry  from 
the  University  of  Ottawa  where  his  graduate 
work  was  done  with  Dr.  Brin  Conway,  one  of 
the  premier  electrochemists  in  the  world. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  then  began  his  investigation 
of  primaiy  and  rechargeable  advanced  battery 
systems.  In  1 987  he  was  the  project  leader  for 
battery  electrochemistry  at  Moli  Energy  Ltd., 
where  the  first  commercial  rechargeable  lithium 
battery  was  produced.  Since  1990,  Dr. 
Wilkinson  has  been  the  manager  of  core  tech¬ 
nology  at  Ballard  Power  Systems  Inc.,  B.C., 
the  world  leader  in  the  development  of  solid 
polymer  fuel  cell  power  systems  for  transpor¬ 
tation  and  utility  applications.  This  new  power 
source  promises  to  change  the  way  we  will  all 
five  in  the  2 1  st  century.  Dr.  Wilkinson  is  on  the 
leading  edge  in  this  research  technology. 

Last  on  the  podium,  we  welcomed  award 
winning  Canadian  journalist  Gwynne  Dyer. 
Originally  trained  as  an  historian,  Gwynne  Dyer 
is  a  renowned  freelance  journalist,  columnist, 
broadcaster  and  lecturer  on  international  af¬ 
fairs.  Since  1972,  his  major  activity  has  been 
his  twice-weekly  column  on  international  af¬ 
fairs,  which  is  published  by  150  papers  in  some 
thirty  countries  from  Brazil  to  Bangladesh. 

Gwynne  Dyer’s  television  documentaries 
include  the  seven-part  NFB  documentary  War, 
one  episode  of  which,  The  Profession  of  Arms, 
was  nominated  for  an  Academy  Award.  The 
accompanying  book,  also  titled  War,  won  the 
Columbia  University  School  of  Journalism 
award  in  1986.  His  three-part  NFB-CBC  series 
The  Defence  of  Canada  won  a  Gemini  in  1 987, 
as  did  his  1994  CBC  series.  The  Human  Race, 
exploring  the  roots,  nature  and  future  of  hu¬ 


man  politics.  Protection  Force,  a  1995  three- 
part  NFB  series  on  Canadian  peacekeepers  in 
Bosnia,  was  also  nominated  for  a  Gemini. 

Gwynne  Dyer  has  been  making  radio  docu¬ 
mentaries  for  the  CBC  since  the  late  1970s, 
Notable  recent  ones  include  The  Gorbachev  | 
Revolution,  based  on  his  experiences  in  East¬ 
ern  Europe  and  the  former  Soviet  Union  in  1987-  i 
90,  and  Millennium,  on  the  emerging  global  j 
culture.  Gwynne  Dyer  spoke  on  the  opportu-  { 
nities  for  Canadians,  provided  the  problem  of 
Quebec  separatism  is  resolved,  in  this  new  glo¬ 
bal  culture  and  economy.  His  provocative  and 
perceptive  address  stimulated  numerous  ques¬ 
tions  and  healthy  debate. 

On  a  different  note,  we  were  fortunate  to 
welcome  back  leading  Canadian  tenor  and  Old 
Brentonian,  Ben  Butterfield  (1981),  for  a  de¬ 
lightful  afternoon  concert,  laced  with  Ben’s 
inimitable  humour  and  refreshing  insight  into 
the  professional  world  of  the  performing  arts. 

Ben’s  guest  appearance  happily  coincided  I 
with  our  Careers  Week  during  which  Grades 
10,  11,  and  12  had  the  opportunity  to  attend 
three  presentations  of  their  choice  of  career 
areas.  Included  in  the  career  presenters  were

(1970):  forestry;  Kevin  Smith  (1979):  parks 
management;  Bruce  Halliday  (1973):  dramatic 
arts;  Dr.  Patrick  Gregory  (father  of  Jacquie):

I  have  been  doing  pottery  for  four 
years.

The  1st  XV  started  the  season 
off  well  with  a  comfortable  win 
over  the  Cowichan  Rugby  Club 
Juniors.

Brentwood  hosted  Ipswich

This  year  saw  the  return  of  Brentwood  to 
the  B.C.  High  Schools  “AAA”  Provincial 
Championship.  Hot  off  the  highly  successful 
tour  “Down  under”  the  team  was  to  face 
Shawnigan  the  first  week  back  at  school.  As 
Shawnigan  was  playing  in  the  newly 
formed  Super  League,  they  chose  to  play 
mainly  their  2nd  XV.  This  proved  to  be  an 
unwise  choice  as  Brentwood  ran  out 
winners  by  some  90  points.  It  was  in  this 
game  that  Sean  Dixon  sustained  a  hand 
injury  that  sidelined  him  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season.  This  was  a  great  loss  to  a 
pack  that  was  working  like  a  well-oiled 
machine.  Similar  high  scoring  wins  were 
achieved  against  Vanier  and  Port  Alberni, 
leading  up  to  what  was  expected  to  be  the 
toughest  match  of  the  year  -  St.  Kentigerns. 
This  Colts  team  from  Auckland,  N.Z.,  was 
undefeated  on  tour  when  it  ran  onto  the 
pitch  at  Brentwood  and,  as  anticipated, 
were  a  formidable  foe.  The  boys  in  the  red  and 
black,  however,  were  up  to  the  task  and  with 
some  solid  rucking  and  tireless  defence 
emerged  victorious,  26-15. 

An  easy  win  over  Cowichan  two  days  after 
the  Kiwi  victory  and  forfeits  from  Dover 
Bay  and  Carihi  ensured  both  our  place  in 
the  North  Island  final  and  a  berth  in  the 
B.C.S.S.  “AAA”  Championships. 

The  team,  ranked  ninth,  got  off  to  a  great 
start  with  a  win  against  the  eighth  ranked 
Abbotsford  team:  29-13.  Due  to  an 
“unfortunate”  ranking  system,  we  met  the 
first  ranked  team  the  following  day.  The 
team  came  out  strongly  and  scored  three 
marvellous  team  effort  tries  all  touched 
down  by  Clifton  Murray,  to  lead  a  shell¬ 
shocked  Shawnigan  17-0  at  the  half.  The 
lessons  were  yet  to  be  learned,  however,  that 


rugby  consists  of  two  halves  and  one  cannot 
score  without  the  ball.  While  Brentwood  lost 
control  of  the  ball,  and  the  game,  Shawnigan 
capitalised  on  the  errors  and  fought  back  to 
level  the  score  17-17  with  a  controversial  try 
in  the  dying  minutes  of  the  game.  Sudden 
death  overtime  put  the  team  under  pressure 
they  had  not  experienced.  It  was  too  much 
and,  again,  Shawnigan  came  away  the 
victors.  Those  people  who  witnessed  that 
game  stated  unequivocally  that  it  was  “the 
game”  of  the  tournament.  A  dispirited  team 
took  to  the  field  the  following  day  and 
suffered  a  narrow  defeat  to  a  much  bigger 
Semiahmoo  team.  It  looked  as  if  this  was 
going  to  be  repeated  the  following  day  when 
the  team  was  down  7-0  at  the  half  against 
Oak  Bay.  A  rallying  of  the  troops  produced  a 
meta-morphosis  unparalleled  to  date.  They 
came  back  with  a  vengeance  and  played 
possibly  the  best  team  support  rugby  of  the 
entire  season,  to  round  off  the  tournament 
with  a  29-7  win.  Two  of  the  best  halves  of 
rugby  that  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  witness 
at  the  schoolboy  level  were  played  by 
Brentwood  at  that  tournament 
unfortunately  they  were  not  both  played  in 
the  same  game!

The  early  part  of  the  season  was  a 
trying  time:  trying  to  win  line  outs  against 
tall  people;  trying  to  win  scrums  against 
heavier  people;  training  to  tackle  faster  peo¬ 
ple,  and  trying  to  score  a  try.  After  heavy 
losses  to  St.  Georges  and  Shawnigan,  we 
managed  to  put  some  points  on  the  board 
against  S.M.U.  through  some  determined 
running  by  Thano  Gatzionis.

The  1st  XI  girls  were  a  plucky, 
hardworking  group  who  contin¬ 
ued  to  uphold  the  characteristics 
of  most  senior  Brentwood  teams 
of  the  past  few  years.

Our  record  is  a  proud 
one:  the  majority  of  games  were 
won;  we  scored  more  goals  than 
our  opponents;  and  several  of 
our  losses  were  merely  by  a  one 
goal  margin.  Our  Achilles  heel 
was  that  we  failed  to  score  in  fif¬ 
teen  of  our  games  and  too  often 
these  were  key  games  upon 
which  tournament  success  de¬ 
pended.  We  can,  however,  take 
pride  in  our  reaching  the  final  of 
the  ISA  tournament  where  we 
lost  1-0  to  SMU,  and  finished  9th 
out  of  24  schools  in  the  UBC 
Invitational  Tournament,  9th  out 
of  16  in  the  Bridgman,  and  3rd 
out  of  6  in  our  North  Island 
"AAA"  League.  It  was  a  heart- 
breaker  that  we  lost  to  Oak  Bay 
in  the  Island  Tournament,  a  re¬ 
sult  that  meant  we  failed  to 
qualify  for  the  "AAA"  provin¬ 
cial  tournament,  a  very  rare  situ¬ 
ation  for  Brentwood!

Nicky  Gosling,  Megan 
Paterson  and  Eleanor  Hackett 
were  stalwarts  of  defence,  backed 
up  by  Leah  Ayearst  as  the  sea¬ 
son  advanced.  Nicky's  consist¬ 


ent  performances  were  the  key 
defence  success.

All  the  boys  on  the  1st  XI  soccer  team  can  look  back  upon  the  1996 
season  with  pride.  They  accomplished  a  great  deal ,  tasted  victory  many  times , 
and  blended  into  a  cohesive  and  skilled  side.  For  a  coach ,  they  were  a 
wonderful  group  with  which  to  be  associated .  They  shared  a  common  goal

For  the  first  time  ever ,  the  team  came  back  for  a  5-day  training  camp  in 
August.  This  gave  us  an  early  edge  in  September  as  we  went  on  to  win  3  of  4 
league  games,  including  a  spirited  victory  over  Cowichan.  We  also  entered 
exhibition  tournaments  in  Victoria  and  Ladysmith.  This  gave  us  the 
opportunity  to  play  all  22  players  on  the  squad  -  yes,  22  is  a  very  large 
squad !  Tied  games  in  these  two  tournaments  sent  us  to  penalty  shoot-outs 
which  were  to  prove  our  nemesis.

After  that  stunning  triumph,  we  faltered  and  never  quite  regained  our 
form.

After  three  years  coaching  the  under  16  boys  team  I 
took  over  the  grade  eight  and  soccer  team  this  year.  It  proved 
to  have  its  own  unique  set  of  challenges  quite  different  from  the 
older  boys. 

The  breadth  of  skill  and  expertise  within  the  group 
made  practices  quite  difficult,  but  the  spirit  of  the  group  soon 
shone  through.

This  article  is  usually  under  the  heading  “first  eight”,  but  this  was  the  year  that  we  had  no  event  that  we  could 
designate  with  that  title.  Instead  we  had  a  small  group  who  prevailed  through  a  long  and  bitterly  cold  winter  of  training 
and  rowed  in  all  the  small  boat  events  in  the  regatta  season.  There  was  no  doubt  that  in  this  group  we  had  the  best 
straight  pair  of  schoolboy  or  club  junior  in  the  province  and  the  provincial  champion  double  and  quad,  two  of  whom 
although  novice,  went  on  to  win  a  silver  medal  at  the  Canadian  School  Championships  in  the  Senior  double.  In  every  way 
they  proved  their  quality  on  Mill  Bay  and  other  local  waters,  but  they  needed  another  four  young  men  with  similar  goals 
and  dedication  to  boat  the  eight  oared  crew  that  we  have  grown  to  expect  from  the  Brentwood  boys  community. 

In  specifics  a  quad  scull  was  developed  in  January  and  raced  in  the  “Head”  races  in  the  winter  term.  The  crew  did 
well  in  the  early  going  and  won  the  Mill  Bay  Head,  but  because  of  illness  did  not  race  at  Shawnigan.  Their  next  outing  ; 
was  in  small  boats  at  the  Victoria  Spring  Regatta  and  both  the  pair  and  double  were  successful  there. 

A  training  group  was  held  during  the  spring  vacation  on  St.  Mary’s  Lake  on  Saltspring  Island.  Five  young  men, 
one  coach  and  his  wife/cook/mom  joined  Allan  Wood,  who  is  a  resident  near  the  lake,  to  spend  four  days  rowing,  eating 
and  sleeping.  The  weather  was  not  entirely  kind,  but  even  in  a  gale  we  found  some  place  to  train  and  use  our  time  wisely. 
This  little  camp  created  the  technical  and  fitness  base  to  attack  the  rowing  season.  Our  line  ups  suggested  that  we  had  a 
fast  pair,  but  we  also  rediscovered  our  quad  boated  with  Scott  Frandsen  in  the  bow,  Alex  Lee,  Mark  Nitychoruk  and 
stroked  by  Sean  Wall.  This  combination  went  very  fast  and  won  their  races  at  every  regatta  attended  in  the  final  term. 
The  pair  contained  Mark  and  Sean  from  the  quad  while  the  double  had  Luke  Ridinger  in  the  bow  and  Scott  Frandsen  as 
stroke.  These  combinations  also  were  unbeaten  until  we  reached  the  final  of  the  national  championships  in  St. 
Catharines. 

While  these  groups  were  having  racing  experiences  many  of  the  young  men  were  also  competing  in  the  singles. 
Scott  Frandsen  as  a  novice  was  being  thrown  in  to  battle  the  Senior  Boys  Open  Single  against  larger,  older  and  more 
experienced  scullers  from  Shawnigan  and  Victoria.  As  his  race  experience  developed  he  slowly  came  level  with  his  rivals 
and  finally  passed  them  all  at  the  Nationals.  Luke  being  a  colt  and  novice  had  two  divisions  to  race  single  in  and  so 
picked  up  several  first  places  in  the  early  regattas.  He  came  up  against  some  well  coached  and  fit  young  colts  from  St. 
Georges  that  he  could  not  match  in  the  single,  but  took  great  pleasure  in  defeating  in  his  double  races.  Ian  Bishop  and 
Dustin  Hooper  joined  our  group  part  way  through  the  final  term  and  took  to  the  single  sculling  work  with  great 
enthusiasm.  They  also  were  able  to  race  the  novice  division  and  won  the  B.C.  Championships  at  Shawnigan  Lake  in  their 
singles.  This  prompted  them  to  seek  a  shot  at  the  Nationals  in  the  lightweight  single  division. 

Four  members  of  the  club  from  the  eleventh  grade  or  below  joined  Allan  Wood  on  our  mid-term  break  to  race  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest  Regionals  on  Vancouver  Lake  near  Portland.  They  raced  a  quad  (just  missing  the  gold  by  inches) 
won  the  novice  single  with  Luke  Ridinger  performing  for  his  family  in  the  home  crowd  and  totally  bombed  the  high  school 
coxed  four  event.  By  all  accounts  this  was  a  relaxing  weekend  that  set  the  stage  for  the  end  of  the  season  races  at  the 
Nationals. 

St.  Catharines  is  the  perennial  best  city  for  the  CSSRA  (Canadian  Secondary  Schools  Rowing  Association) 
Regatta.  It  is  also  the  best  city  for  the  1999  World  Championship  and  work  was  in  progress  to  prepare  the  site  for  this 
major  event.  Dredges,  pile  drivers  and  the  like  were  every  where  on  or  near  the  course  and  huge  new  islands  of 
dredgeate  were  in  evidence.  Our  gallant  group  of  five  were  entered  in  three  singles,  one  pair  and  one  double  and  it 
appeared  that  we  had  picked  the  most  competitive  year  in  more  than  a  decade  as  far  as  sculling  was  concerned.  Heats 
semi-finals  and  finals  were  needed  in  most  events.  Luke  did  not  qualify  in  the  open  single,  but  all  other  entries  went  on  to 
the  second  round.  The  double  scull  with  Luke  Ridinger  and  Scott  Frandsen  won  the  semi-final  in  good  style  and  had  the 
fastest  time  on  that  day.  In  their  final  they  led  until  nearly  the  half  way,  but  were  passed  by  a  stronger  and  more  j 
experienced  double  from  Ottawa  and  try  as  they  might  they  could  not  regain  the  gold  medal  position  and  settled  for  a 
silver.  Sean  Wall  and  Mark  Nitychoruk  also  won  their  semi-final  with  comfort  and  rowed  better  than  the  winners  of  the 
other  races  in  their  event,  but  that  was  with  flat  water  and  a  slight  tailwind.  On  the  final  day  there  was  a  gale  force 
headwind  on  the  course  making  the  strait  zone  very  rough  and  causing  the  race  to  be  30  to  40  seconds  longer  than 
normal.  They  also  led  through  the  first  half  of  the  race,  but  were  caught  by  the  biggest  schoolboy  pair  that  I  have  ever 
seen.  This  Hamilton  pair  and  another  pair  of  grade  thirteen  students  stayed  ahead  to  the  final  line  and  our  boys  settled 
for  the  bronze  medal. 

Ian  Bishop  who  had  made  it  his  goal  to  reach  the  final  at  Nationals  in  the  single  did  so  in  fine  style  in  his  heat. 
Again  he  rowed  his  best  race  on  the  Saturday  with  its  following  breeze.  On  final  day  he  also  experienced  difficulties  with 
the  gale  force  head  wind  and  although  he  fought  valiantly  to  advance  further  he  wound  up  with  fifth  place,  but  having 
already  achieved  his  personal  goal. 

In  closing,  I  found  this  year  to  be  a  rewarding  one  in  which  my  skills  as  a  coach  of  small  boats  were  enhanced  ! 
albeit  by  necessity.  The  athletes  enjoyed  the  lack  of  pressure  in  training  selection  and  racing.  They  developed  their 
individual  skills  and  raced  to  the  beat  of  their  own  inner  drum  rather  than  to  a  group  need.  In  all  of  this  they  missed  much 
of  the  camaraderie  generated  in  the  eight  oared  crew,  but  overall  the  experience  was  a  very  positive  one  for  the  athletes, 
club  and  coach.

Bovs'  Varsity  Lightweight  Crew 


Looking  at  the  line-up  for  the  '96  -  '97  lightweight  squad  in  September,  the  prospect  was  exciting.  A 
wealth  of  experience  coupled  with  considerable  athletic  talent  (not  to  mention  an  average  IQ  which  was 
positively  indecent )  had  to  lead  to  success.  Right  from  the  outset,  there  was  a  very  strong  bond  holding  this 
group  together.  Many  had  rowed  together  for  three  years  already  and  there  was  an  almost  tangible, 
common  motivation  and  group-oriented  goal.  That  goal  was  set;  a  gold  medal  in  the  70  kg.  Eights  at  the 
Canadian  Championships. 

Selecting  an  eight  from  the  fourteen  contenders  was  not  going  to  be  an  easy  task.  There  were  really 
no  bad  oarsmen,  only  grades  of  good  oarsmen.  Competition  for  the  seats  was  keen  and,  after  seat  racing 
and  erg  testing,  the  results  were  still  not  clear.  I  finally  settled  on  a  combination  that  seemed  to  work  and  the 
remainder  formed  a  coxed  four. 

Throughout  the  early  competitions  after  Christmas,  the  eight  dominated.  It  looked  good  and  it  was 
good.  The  taste  of  eventual  success  was  in  all  our  mouths.  At  Elk  Lake,  we  won  the  Men's  Heavy  J.V.  event 
(U-Vic  J.V.,  who  actually  beat  us,  were  disqualified).  At  Brentwood  Head  of  Mill  Bay,  we  were  the  fastest 
highschool  eight  and  were  beaten  overall  only  by  UBC.  At  the  Head  of  Shawnigan  Lake,  we  finished  4th 
overall  and  were  beaten  only  by  a  National  Team  eight  and  university  crews.  Throughout  all  these  early 
competitions,  confidence  and  skill  levels  were  growing  fast.  At  some  point  during  those  winter  months  we 
abandoned  oars  and  took  to  the  mountains  for  a  three  day  retreat  and  some  skiing  at  Silverstar.  Kindly 
hosted  by  the  Hoopers,  this  proved  a  welcome  and  most  successful  break  from  all  the  heavy  training. 

After  Spring  Break  training  camp,  we  prepared  for  Brentwood  Regatta  and  I  was  a  little  apprehensive  j 
after  hearing  some  reports  of  lightweight  crews  from  below  the  border  turning  in  some  very  fast  times  in  their 
local  regattas.  We  need  not  have  worried.  We  won  the  first  division  of  the  Heavy  Eights  in  the  Sprints  and 
then  went  on  to  win  easily  in  both  the  Lightweight  Eights  and  the  J.V.  Eights.  In  addition,  the  four  won  its  event  | 
easily  and  so  did  the  quad  and  the  single.  Never  before  had  Brentwood  Lightweights  won  so  many  events 
at  a  major  regatta.  That  taste  got  stronger  I 

Twenty  years  ago,  the  Brentwood  Lightweight  Eight  won  gold  at  the  Canadian  Championships  for  the  • 
first  time  and  paved  the  way  for  a  programme  that  has  been  very  successful  ever  since.  Blair  Horn,  who 
stroked  that  boat  as  a  Gr.10,  eventually  went  on  to  captain  his  university  crew  and  to  stroke  the  Canadian 
Olympic  gold  medal  eight  in  1984.  Every  member  of  that  77  crew  returned  this  year  for  a  reunion  dinner  and  j 
then  rowed  against  the  '97  crew  as  a  highlight  of  Brentwood  Regatta.  It  was  a  poignant  moment  for  me  as  I 
watched  these  two  superb  crews  together. 

The  local  circuit  finished  with  the  B.C.  Youth  Championships  and  Shawnigan  Regatta.  There  was  little 
competition  in  the  Lightweight  Eights  and  we  won  easily.  We  also  won  the  Lightweight  Fours.  With  some 
trepidation  but  great  determination  we  raced  in  the  Heavy  Eights,  came  1st  in  a  four-boat  field  and  returned  j 
an  extremely  fast  time.  Another  first;  no  lightweight  crew  had  ever  won  this  event  before.  The  taste  was  very  I 

sweet  and  strong  now,  but . At  St.  Catharines  we  could  not  get  ourselves  into  gear.  Somehow,  we 

just  could  not  reproduce  that  beautiful  rhythm  so  evident  at  the  B.C.  Championships.  We  finished  with  bronze 
medals,  knowing  inside,  that  the  colour  could,  and  should,  have  been  different. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  recognition  of  the  fine  captaincy  of  Adam  Scheuer,  In  this 
role,  and  as  stroke  of  the  eight,  he  has  led  by  example,  and  provided  leadership  of  the  very  highest  order 
not  only  to  his  own  crew  but  to  the  whole  club.  Captains  of  this  ilk  come  along  but  rarely  and  I  count  myself 
fortunate  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  work  with  such  quality.  Adam  has  a  distinguished  future  in  front  of 
him,  I  suspect. 

My  sincere  thanks,  also,  go  to  my  assistant  coach,  Stephen  Stamp,  who  has  provided  many  hours  of 
invaluable  advice  and  instruction  to  the  crews  and  helped  to  take  some  pressure  off  me.  His  first-hand 
knowledge  and  skills  were  truly  helpful. 

I  conclude  with  some  extracts  from  a  letter  I  sent  to  each  of  the  crew  after  our  return  from  St. 

Catharines . 
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Sunday  June  15th  1997 


My  dear  Lightweight  Crew  of  '97, 

You  must  forgive  me  for  writing  this  - 1  hate  making  speeches  and  find  that  I  can 
express  myself  better  in  this  medium. 

Two  weeks  ago  at  this  time  we  were  preparing  for  the  Finals  of  the  70  kg.  Eights  and  Fours  events  at 
the  Canadian  Championships.  Since  that  time,  I  have  done  a  great  deal  of  thinking  and,  as  any  coach 
should,  have  tried  to  analyse  the  year  and  its  outcome. 

Three  factors  go  towards  ultimate  success;  skill,  physical  preparation  and  mental  preparation. 
Unquestionably  you  were  far  superior  in  the  first  of  these,  to  any  crew  there.  I  have  heard  coaches  talking  of 
your  technical  skills  in  near  disbelief.  I  have  heard  National  Team  and  Olympic  coaches  and  oarsmen 
speculating  on  how  a  school  crew  could  possibly  have  reached  the  levels  of  proficiency  which  you  had 
achieved.  On  the  water,  you  demanded  attention  and  got  it,  for  the  sheer  beauty  and  poetry  of  what  you 
were  doing.  Even  those  who  knew  little  or  nothing  of  rowing,  felt  their  eyes  drawn  to  watch  this  exercise  in 
precision  and  recognised  it  for  what  it  was  -  almost  an  art  form. 

In  the  second  factor,  physical  preparation,  you  were  prepared  better’ than  any  crew  I  have  coached. 
You  had  a  boat  full  of  superior  athletes  whose  strength  and  fitness  levels  were  as  good  as  any  school 
lightweight  crew  on  the  continent.  In  the  eight,  your  erg  scores  from  the  last  test  were  better  than  either  of  the 
boats  that  beat  you  and  probably  better  than  the  much-touted  Adam  Scott  crew  scores. 

Both  of  these  first  two  factors  led  to  impressive  successes  at  Brentwood  Regatta  (an  unprecedented  6 
gold  medals)  and  of  the  eight  at  Shawnigan  where,  for  the  first  time  ever,  a  lightweight  crew  won  the  Open 
division  in  the  Provincial  Championships.  Your  time  in  that  race,  when  extrapolated  to  2000  m  would  have 
won  the  Canadian  Championships  last  year  by  approximately  three  lengths  ! 

Which  brings  us  to  the  third  factor .  Here  is  where  I  somehow  failed  you.  The  mental 

preparation  of  his  athletes  is  the  hardest  part  of  a  coach's  role  in  any  sport  and,  clearly,  I  was  unable  to  fulfill 
my  role  in  this  area.  Perhaps  a  Tony  Carr  would  have  put  you  in  the  winner's  circle  by  handling  this  third 
dimension  differently  and  more  effectively. 

That  I  was  bitterly  disappointed  by  the  final  outcome  of  our  year,  I  cannot  deny.  I  was  more  sure  than 
ever  before  that  you  would  be  on  the  podium  but,  it  was  not  to  be.  I  shall  go  to  my  grave  believing  that  you 
were  the  best  crew  there,  and  regretting  my  inability  to  give  you  what  you  so  richly  deserved. 

What  you  will  carry  with  you  always,  will  be  some  superb  achievements,  some  superior  skills  and  some 
fine  memories.  If  you  row  for  your  university  over  the  next  few  years,  you  can  be  sure  that  you  will  bring  to  its 
programme  much  that  coaches  will  be  only  too  happy  to  acquire.  Some  of  you,  I  suspect,  will  go  far  in  this 
sport. 

And  now,  in  a  few  short  days,  you  will  be  going  your  separate  ways,  starting  on  the  next  phase  of  your 
lives.  An  exciting  time,  a  challenging  time  but,  you  have  demonstrated  already,  how  well  you  can  meet 
life's  demands,  and  you  will  succeed  You  will  always  remember  each  other  and  the  good  times  you  had 
together  and,  in  twenty  years  time,  when  you  have  vour  reunion,  you  will  recall  it  all  as  being  far  more  than 
just  a  year  of  rowing. 

For  me,  as  your  coach,  you  have  provided  a  similar  challenge.  You  have  tested  every  ounce  of  skill  I 
possess  and  then  some.  You  have  pulled  from  me  the  will  to  give  you  every  last  bit  of  energy  I  could  muster. 

I  have  not  regretted  one  moment  of  it.  We  have  had  our  good  times  and  our  testing  times  but  I  would  like  to 
think  that  we  have  met  the  difficulties  together  and  dealt  with  them  as  best  we  could.  It  has  not  always  been 
easy. 

Next  year  I  shall  be  taking  a  sabbatical  and  will  not  be  coaching.  As  you  know,  lightweight  rowing  has 
been  my  passion  for  many  years.  What  I  have  tried  to  build  at  Brentwood  must  now  stand  on  its  own  feet 
without  me,  and  it  will  be  a  test  of  our  club's  ability  to  sustain  a  program  which  brings  so  much  to  those 
oarsmen  under  160  lb.  who  are,  nevertheless,  superb  athletes. 

You  have,  and  will  always  have,  my  deepest  respect  and  affection  for  what  you  are,  who  you  are 
and  what  you  have  achieved.  You  have  given  me  a  year  of  the  sort  of  quality  which  most  coaches  can  only 
dream  about.  I  shall  miss  you.  Good  luck,  good  fortune  and  may  the  years  ahead  bring  you  all  you  hope 
for.  I  salute  you  all.

Whether  it 
was  helping  the  senior  boys  tape  their  good  luck  charms  onto  their  boat,  or  making  sure  our  drawstrings 
were  tight  when  the  lightweights  were  around,  the  girls  always  had  a  smile  and  managed  to  have  fun. 

After  several  months  of  trying  different  boating  combinations,  enduring  countless  ergs  and  hours 
on  the  tanks,  the  Women’s  program  managed  to  put  some  winning  boats  into  the  fall  head  races.  When 
racing  season  came  around  our  combinations  were  still  ever  changing  to  pull  through  with  some  amazing 
victories.  From  our  wet  weekend  at  Delta  Deas  with  the  grade  eight  boys  and  their  gallons  of  spaghetti  ,  to 
the  girl’s  killer  quad,  our  backwards  pair,  and  our  self-destructing  boat  we  managed  to  stay  sane.  Then  the 
first  big  moment  for  all  came,  the  Brentwood  Regatta.  We  endured  a  water  cyclone,  buckets  of  rain,  and  a 
few  illegal  but  incredibly  fun  combinations.  The  junior  girls,  senior  novice  girls,  colts,  lightweights, 
heavyweights,  grade  eight’s,  and  even  the  infamous  novice  boys  all  came  away  with  medals,  aching 
muscles,  and  big  smiles. 

The  next  challenge  that  was  met  was  at  Shawnigan  Lake-the  B.C.’s.  This  was  incredible  for  all, 
nearly  everyone  managed  to  pull  off  one  or  more  victories  against  Shawnigan.  The  greatest  vision  of  the 
regatta,  next  to  the  lightweights  not  soon  forgotten  victory,  was  watching  the  grade  eight  boys  finally  beat  a 
crew  and  come  second  with  ecstatic  expressions  on  their  faces.  Everyone  came  away  from  Shawnigan 
happy  and  healthy,  but  then  the  real  work  came,  preparing  and  making  final  decisions  for  the  crews 
attending  St.  Catharines.  After  what  seemed  like  infinite  early  mornings,  disappointment,  and  strong 
dermination,  the  Varsity  girls  crew  of  six  seniors  and  five  juniors,  the  lightweights,  and  the  five  heavyweight 
boys  were  off  to  give  the  crews  out  East  a  run  for  their  money. 

With  enthusiastic  parents,  coaches  and  one  tired  ‘spectator’,  the  Brentwood  girls  managed  to 
makfe  the  finals  in  two  boats,  come  away  with  a  school  boy  medal,  and  even  beat  the  boys  in  a  little 
bowling.  The  lightweight  eight  and  four  managed  to  make  the  final  and  after  two  exhausting  races  came 
away  with  a  well-deserved  medal.  The  double  of  big  ‘little’  Luke  and  Scottie  managed  to  blow  us,  and  the 
competition  away  with  their  extraordinary  silver  medal.  The  pair  of  Sean  and  Mark  also  had  a  great  race 
and  came  away  with  their  rightful  medal.  And  finally  little  (now  big)  Bishop  managed  to  make  the  final  after 
only  three  weeks  of  pain,  sweat,  and  determination. 

All  the  crews  were  a  great  success  this  year  and  should  be  very  proud  of  their  accomplishments, 
especially  all  the  girls  from  my  favorite  B  boat  to  the  St.  Kitts  eight  and  fours.  Our  success  is  not  only  due 
to  the  hard  work.  But  also  the  strong  commitment  of  all  the  coaches,  captains  and  our  boatman  Steve.  I 
have  endured  and  seen  a  lot  over  my  crew  foing  down  without  convincing  fight,  because  we  have  such 
strong  determination  and  a  will  to  succeed.  Finally,  I  have  never  seen,  through  San  Diego,  England  and  St. 
Kitts,  Mr.  Queen’s  arms  or  legs. 

I  wish  everyone  the  best,  as  I  am  now  not  the  one  being  left,  but  the  one  leaving.  I  know  we  will  all 
miss  the  purple  chins,  swollen  knuckles,  and  friendships  we  have  made.  But  I  leave  all  of  you  in  capable 
hands.  A  thank-you  to  Ms.  Walker,  Mr.  Carr,  and  Mr.  Queen  for  all  their  hard  work,  support,  and 
commitment.

The  Senior  Novice  crew  nearly  wasn’t  this  year. 
Without  two  late  crew  additions,  we  would  have 
been  unable  to  race  in  any  boat  larger  than  a 
four.  As  it  was,  the  crew  only  had  one  practice 
in  an  eight  before  their  first  regatta. 

At  the  Elk  Lake  ‘Dueling  Over  a 
Grand”  regatta,  the  Senior  Novice  Crew,  or 
Team  S,  as  they  started  to  call  themselves, 
suprised  everyone  with  their  size,  power  and 
lack  of  technique  in  taking  it  all  the  way  to  the 
semi-finals  before  bowing  out  to  a  more  skilful 
Shawnigan  crew. 

The  Maple  Bay  Regatta  featured  two 
very  close  races,  in  the  coxed  four  and  in  the 
eight,  with  Team  S  winning  both  by  the 
narrowest  of  margins.  Again  the  victories  were 
the  result  of  the  raw  power  of  the  crew,  though 
there  was  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  level 
of  skill. 

The  Brentwood  regatta  drew  crews 
from  all  over  the  west  coast  of  Canada  and  the 
U.S.A.,  and  from  as  far  away  as  Australia.  In 
the  500  m.  sprints  Team  S  overpowered  their 
opponents  to  win  easily,  but  such  was  not  the 
case  in  the  1500  m.  Races.  In  the  four  and  in 
the  eight,  Team  S  finished  second  and  third 
respectively,  to  crews  not  much  smaller  than 
themselves  who  had  been  rowing  together  all 
year. 

These  were  the  first  races  against  a 
group  of  Grade  12  students  rowing  for  Victoria 
City  R.C.  Victoria  City  would  prove  to  be  Team 
S’s  nemesis  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

On  the  following  weekend  we  travelled 
to  Vancouver  for  the  Delta  Deas  Regatta.  Team 
S  had  two  excellent  practices  during  the  week 
and  went  into  this  regatta  feeling  very  confident. 
Their  confidence  was  well-founded  and  they 
overwhelmed  their  opponents  in  the  coxed 
quad  and  the  eight.  In  both  races  the  winning 
margin  was  greater  than  30  seconds.  The 
coxed  four  raced  in  a  timed  final.  The  fastest 
time  from  two  different  heats  would  win.  In  the 
first  heat,  Team  S  crossed  the  finish  line  42 
seconds  ahead  of  their  nearest  rival.  The 
second  heat  was  a  much  closer  race  won  by 
Victoria  City,  who  finished  first  overall  by  a 
mere  2  seconds,  relegating  Team  S  to  second 
place. 

The  final  regatta  was  the  Shawnigan 
Lake  School/B.C.  Championships.  Again,  Team 
S  raced  in  the  coxed  four,  the  coxed  quad  and 
the  eight.  The  four  finished  in  second  place. 
The  winning  crew?  Victoria  City.  The  quad 
raced  just  half  an  hour  before  the  eight  and 
were  told  to  save  their  energy  for  the  eight  race, 
if  they  felt  they  were  not  going  to  win.  The  result 
was  a  fourth  place  finish.  The  final  race  was  the 
best  race  of  the  season  for  Team  S  the  first  and 
second  place  crews  were  so  far  ahead  of  the 
other  four  crews  that  it  looked  like  a  two  boat 
race.  Unfortunately,  for  Team  S,  it  was  Victoria 
City  finishing  in  first  place  again.  But  in  this 
race  Team  S  proved  that  they  had  more  than 
power.  They  showed  that  they  had  the  skills 
necessary  to  race  against  top  quality 
competition.

Sailing 

The  BCS  Sailing  Program  went  through 
some  changes  this  year.  To  begin  with,  a  new 
Head  Coach,  Cindy  Sheppard  was  hired.  She  is  a 
NCCP  Level  4  Coach  and  graduate  of  the  National 
Coaching  Institute.  An  experienced  national  level 
coach  and  competitor,  many  of  her  sailors  are 
competing  in  Olympic  Class  boats  and  at  the 
national  level.  Cindy  is  keen  to  develop  a  strong 
racing  program  here  at  BCS.  We  also  welcomed 
the  patience  and  enthusiasm  of  Alistair  Hardie,  the 
assistant  coach,  who  has  a  true  love  of  sailing. 

The  sailing  program  expanded  with  the 
addition  of  six  Bytes  and  two  Lasers.  The  Byte  is 
the  most  widely  raced  youth  boat  in  Canada.  We 
hope  to  have  more  efficient  equipment  storage  and 
launch  facilities  in  the  future,  along  with  a  more 
practical  coach  boat.
